He Is Visibly Nervous. 

Van Dyne first went to Judge Clark’s 
court, where he gave his original bond, 
and he was there joined by his attor- 
neys, A. M. Frumberg and L. H. New- 
man. He was visibly nervous and 
chewed gum with great energy. Judge 
Clark told him a bench warrant had been 
issued and it would be necessary to 
give him into the Sheriff’s custody. 

Escorted by a Deputy Sheriff Van 
Dyne then went to Judge Kimmel’s 
court, where he gs ve a new bond of

STAND BANISHES 
IMP FROM 407 


Under Cross Examination Does 
Not Blame Imaginary Spirit 
for Crimes. 


NOT CRAZY, HE SAYS 
Defense Alienist Finds Him Ab- 
normal Only in Egotism— 


Planned Wife’s Murder, Too. 


May 26.—Dr. Arthur W. 
alienist, engaged for his 
defense in his trial for the murder of 
John E. Peck, the Grand Rapids mil- 
lionaire, that he had intended to kill his 
wife, Clara Peck Waite, and that he 
married her only for her money, ac- 
cording to testimony given by the alien- 
ist, Dr. Morris J. Karpas, today. Dr. 
Karpas added that Waite said he did 
not intend to stop at anything to gain 
his end. 

While Dr. Karpas was testifying, 
Waite leaned his elbows on the table 
and dozed. 

Previously, under cross-examination, 
Waite had told the prosecutor he ‘‘was 
not sure that he would not have killed 
his wife.’’ Waite declared he did not 
think he was crazy and denied that he 
had at any time pretended he was in- 
sane, denied that he had ever told the 
prosecutors that the man from Egypt“ 
had killed Mr. Peck and swore that ne 
slept perfectly after the murder. He 
declared that he. had wanted to kill 
himself and made a pretty good at- 
tempt at it.“ 

Accused of planning to leave tho 
country with Mrs, Margaret Horton. he 
did not deny it, but said he did not 
know that“ they were going away. Dr. 
Waite declined to admit that he had 
made himself appear worse than he was 
in order to convince the jury that he 
was insane.

Abnormal in His Egotism. 

The alienists for Waite testified that 
he did not appear to be mentally wel! 
and that he was abnormal! in that all 
his interests were centered in himself. 

Waite continued his testimony at the 
opening of court this morning. Women 
again were excluded from the court- 
room, as last night. , 

Hundreds of persons in the corridors 
vainly tried to gain admission to 
the court room, Waite appeared pale, 
but seemed to have braced himself to 
face the ordeal. 

His counsel, Walter R. Deuel, told 
Justice Shearn that he had only a few 
more questions to ask the dentist. 

“Did you ever try to kill you wife?“ 
asked Mr. Deuel. 

No, repield Dr. Waite. 

Did you év er plan to kill her?“ 

“No, never.’ 

“You never thought you . kill 
her?“ 

“I am not sure that I would not 
have killed her,“ said Waite. 

Assistant District Attorney Brothers 
then resumed the cross-examination of 
Dr. Waite. He first asked the prisoner: 

Do you recall telling me that you did 
not want your wife to learn of your re- 
lations with Mrs. Horton?’ No,“ was 
the reply. 

Waite folded his arms and smiled as 
he denied having any conversation with 
Brothers in his (Dr. Waite’s) apartment. 
The dentist said he was surprised to 
learn mat he had given a ring to his 
nurse. 

“You were faking insanity in Belle- 
vue, were vou not?“ asked Brothers. 


Denies Faking Insanity. 
I didn't fake insanity at any time,“ 


said Waite. 

“You faked insanity 
said the prosecutor. 

Waite denied it and also denied that he 
deliberately planned a false defense or 
read books. on nervous diseases. 

‘You have displayed a wonderful mem- 
ory for events back to your sixth. birth- 
day. but you have forgotten these recent 
incidents.“ said the prosecutor.

Waite did not answer. The smile 
gradually: faded from his face and he 
seemed to become confused by the rapid 
fire of questions.

WASHINGTON, May 2.— President 
Wilson is giving more serious consid- 
eration to the rossibility of restoring 


peace to Europe than at any time since 


the outbreak of the war. From an 
authoritative source it was learned ‘to- 
day that the President is preparing to 
do everything possible in an informal 
way to bring about the discussion of 
peace between belligerent nations Al- 
though he has not indicated an inten- 
tion immediately to offer his service 


formally as mediator. His address to- 
morrow night before the league to én- 
force peace is expected to be in the 
nature of a preliminary overture. 

The President is convinced the war 
is in a deadlock, and that continuance 
merely means the killing of more peo- 
ple and the further impoverishment of 
European nations, both belligerent and 
neutral. 

Through various channels Mr. , Wilson 
has kept in close touch with the. de- 
velopment of peace prospects. It 
understood he will convey a 
to his audience tomorrow night which 
is certain t6 be read with deep — 
ests by representatives of foreign 
ernments and by the peoples of 
warring nations. The President is un- 
derstood to have an open mind on the 
question of just when he should fre 
new formal offers of mediation. 

Mr. Wilson's closest advisers believe 
the rulers of warring nations, because 
of close relationship, even kinship will 
have as important part in restoring 
peace as the ministers of their govern- 
ment. It will occasion no surprise in 
official circles if tn some manner the 
rulers of the countries at war open 
the way for peace conversations, 

The President takes the position, it 
was authoritatively stated, that ‘the 
neutrais of the world as much as be- 
gerents have a right to participate in 
and if possible inaugurate peace ne- 
gotiations cause of the economic re- 
sults already developed and those which 
will follow the conflict. 

The President has been greatly in- 
terested in the growth of peace talk 
among responsible officials in several 
of the belligerent nations during the 
last three weeks. He has read re- 
cent speeches by President Poincare 
of France, Sir Edvard Gray. Foreign 
Minister. of Great Britain; and 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg of 
Germany. He has conveyed the im- 
pression to those who have tatked 
with him that he thinks the continu- 
ance of these discussions is bound ‘to 
have its effect in restoring peace, de- 
spite the belligerent. attitude takes 
by some of the officials. 

The President has indicated that 
he is desirous that the United States 
show its friendship for all of the na- 
tions involved by contending for a 
peace which will be fair to all of 
them and protect each from veing " 
ecrushed«or humiliated. 

Mr. Wilson is understood to agres 
with a suggestion that a peace fol- 
lowing a decisive defeat of one na. 
tion or group would create only lan- 
ing hatred and sow . of vee 
conflicts. 

The President will sit through ‘the 
banquet of the league instead of f- 
lowing his usual custom of arriving 
just in ime for the speaking.

NEW <JURY PANEL SWORN 


Members of Orpet and Lambert 
Families Are Summoned as 
Witnesses. 

WAUKEGAN, III., May 2%.—Attorneys 
in the trial of Will Orpet, the University 
of Wisconsin student, charged with the 
murder af his sweetheart, Marian Lam- 
pert, speeded up the process of select- 
ing a jury to hear the evidence to- 
day, and as a result the second panel 
was swarn in at the morning session 
of court. 

The Court today granted partially a 
motion by the State to prevent demon- 
strations of affection towards her son 
by Orpetis mother. The State charged 
that Mrs. Orpet daily entered the court 
after the session had opened, and in 
view of prospective jurors went to the 
table where the defendant was sitting 
and kissed him. Previous motions cal- 
culated to prevent this were overruled, 
but today Judge Donnelly ruled that 
Mrs. Orpet might sit by her boy, but 
must be less demonstrative. 

L. R. Merwin, a venireman who was dis- 
missed on peremptory challenges of at- 
torneys for the defense yesterday, after 
he repeatedly declared he had never 
expressed an opinion as to the guilt 
or innocence of the defendant, was re- 
called today. Orpet's lawyers contended 
that Merwin had expressed an opinion 
and that it was unfavorable to their 
client. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. O. Orpet, parents of 
Orpet, and Mr. and Mrs. Frank Lam- 
bert, parents of the dead girl, were 
subpenaed yesterday as witnesses, re- 
spectively by the State and defense. 
About 200 persons in all have been sum- 
moned. 

The State directed the Orpets to bring 
into court all correspondence received 
by them from their son which had been 
mailed at Madison, Wis., between Nov. 
1, 1915, and Feb. 11, 1916, and particu- 
larly a special delivery letter received 
by them Feb. 10 or 11, 1916. This last 
letter is said to contain information 
highly desirable to the prosecution. 

Through the Lamberts the defense will 
endeavor to prove that Marion was in a 
nervous condition a few days before she 
was found dead. The Lambert family 
history also will be gone into, it was 
raid, to learn if there is a possible strain 
of suicidal mania.

“If I should escape the consequences 
of this act do you think I would make a 
useful citizen?’’ 

Dr. Gregory said he declined to inter- 
cede. 

Dr. Morris J. Karpas, formerly of 
Bellevue Hospital, also was called as 
an alienist for the defense. He said 
he examined Dr. Waite in the hospital: 
that. he did not appear to be mentally 
well and that he was about norma! in 
that his entire interest was centered 
upon himself. 

“Waite gave me the impression of 
marked egotism, as being the egomaniac 
in a marked degree, said Dr. Karpas. 
Waite told him he did not take his first 
proposal to Clara Peck very seriously, 
that his object in marrying her was to 
obtain social position and financial 
standing and that he was not accus- 
tomed to having girls refuse to marry 
him. 

Walte told me he intended to kill his 
wife as soon as they got to New Tork.“ 
continued the allenist. He said he 
knew he could stop at nothing to gain 
his end. I discovered a lack of moral 
sense. He thought only of himself. 

The prisoner told him he did not want 
his wife to know he was studying, not 
practicing medicine or to know he was 
a dentist. Waite admitted to him, said 
Dr. Karpas, that he made all sorts >of 


excuses to get away from home and |. 


meet Mrs. Horton at a school of lan- 
guages or their studio.“ Waite said 
he told his wife that Mrs. Horton was 
a nurse. 

Said He Was Happy. 

“I am just as all right as you are,’ 
Waite said to him. 1 don’t realize I 
am in prison. I am happy. I don't see 
why they make such a fuss about it. 
Mrs. Waite was not soulful. She was 
not romantic. She was kind and con- 
siderate, but was not my equal. I 
wanted to use her money and I ex- 
pected to study and accomplish great 
things. 

“If I wanted money I got it. If T 
wanted women I got them. I lived en- 
tirely for myself and forgot my parents 
and my brothers. My life consists of 
lying, stealing, cheating and killing. My 
personality was that of a gentleman 
and I went in for music, art and poetry 
as far as I thought was required for 
my vocation.” 

As evidence of Walte’s peculiar emo- 
tional nature, Dr. Karpas said the den- 
tist told him that when John E. Peck 
arrived here after the death of his wife 
by Waite’s hand, Waite was able to 
look Peck in the eye and try to com- 
fort him. The alienist quoted Waite as 
saying: 

Death is nothing but the stopping of 
the breath.” 

Could z sane man commit the series 
of crimes confessed by Dr. Arthur War- 
ren Waite? 

This is the question which confronts the 
jury. The young dentist left the witness 
stand last night after five hours and 
4 minutes crowded with horrors unpar- 
alleled in the history of New York crim- 
inal trials. Every detail of his story 
was noted by the alienists engaged by 
the defense for use in framing the hypo- 
thetical question they will be called to 
answer before Waite's attorneys ask the 
jury to decide whether he was mentally 
responsible when he killed his father-in- 
law, John E. Peck. 

Watte’s testimony left the prosecu- 
tion today nothing more to do toward 
proving that he committed murder 
Their problem was to show that a mon- 
ster of crime such as the defendant 
confessed himself might have been men- 
taliy normal and therefore a fit sub- 
ject for the electric chair. 

The supreme moment of Waite's tale 
came last night when the young wit- 
ness declared in calm conversational 
tone: 

“Why, I wanted those bacteria to kill 
those three persons—Mr. Peck, Mrs 
Peck and Miss Peck, the maiden aunt. 
I wanted them to die. I wanted their 
money.“ 

Walte told of a long career of crime 
Without almost no change of voice or 
expression he described minutely how 
he gave his victims arsenic, powdered 
glass, chloroform, disease germs of scv- 
eral kinds and over-doses of medicine: 
how he burned fly-paper and gave the 
residue, which he had read contained 
arsenic, to Peck; how he generated 
chlorine gas in the father-in-law’: 
room to make his throat more sensitive 
to the germ culture; how he dampened 
the sheets in Peck’s bed and drove him 
in a swift automobile with open win- 
dows, and raised the windows of his 
room in midwinter in an unsuccessful 
effort to give him pneumonia. 

Put Glass Into Food. 

“I began trying to poison Miss Cath- 
arine Peck in the summer of 1915, before 
I was married to Miss Clara Peck.“ 
Waite said at the beginning of his testi- 
mony last night. “I first tried putting 
ground glass in her marmalade. Then 
I tried putting germ cultures in a can of 
fish which she ate. I don't remember 
what germs they were. I got them from 
some decayed matter. 

These didn't work, so I got germs 
from the laboratories, the cultures of 
typhoid, influensa—all these disease pro- 
ducing bacteria. They were the ones I 
got from William Webber, clerk at the 
Cornell laboratories. I tried them on 
Miss Peck many times, but they weren't 
virulent. I would put them in the fruit 
or candy or milk that she placed in the 
window of her room at the Park Avenue 
Hotel to cool, but they didn’t work. 

“When Mrs. Peck came to see us 
about the middle of January, I gave up 
my efforts to kill Miss Peck and turned 
my attention to ‘Mother.’ I geve her 
germs as soon as she arrived. I gave 
her those of typhoid, influenza, diph- 
theria—and they acted on her immedi- 
ately. 

“Sne got sick but wouldn't get any 
worse. So one night I sat up all night 
to give her medicine. I got some verona! 
and sat up to give it to her. Mrs. 
Waite went to bed. I sat up awhile and 
then went to sleep. The next morning 
Mrs. Waite got up first and found ner 
mother dead.” 

“How did you administer the germs Rs 
Mre. Peck?" 

“In her food,“ Dr. Waite responded. 

“I always carried in the food to the

I got 
large doses of calomel and pu it in 
his food. That was very easy to do, 
because calomel looks and tastes just 
like sugar. 

“That did make him sick. I was 
giving him germs all the time, but still 
they wouldn't work. Then I tried mak- 
ing him catch cold. I would take him 
out in the machine and leave the win- 
dows of it open. I would put tubes of 
cold water on his bed, sheets to make 
them cold and damp.“ 


Did he catch cold?“ 

No.“ 

“Then I tried still another way. I 
had heard that chlorine gas would make 
people’s throats raw, and thus lay them 
open to the germs of disease. So I got 
a chlorine solution and put it in the 
nasal spray, t it didn't work.“ 

Discovered Gas at Night. 

Then I got a chlorinc apparatus, mix- 
ing chlorine of p tach with hydrochloric 
acid, and put it to work one night just 
outside father’s door. * ut an electric 
stove in his room, so he'd think the 
smell was hot peint on the woodwork. 
But he got up in the night and smelled, 
the gas, called me, an“ 1 put it out. 


J thought of killing him by wreck- 
ing the car by running down a steep 
hill, but I didn’t do it. I got 
another kind of mixture for him, that 
wouldn't do.” 

“Did you give him any other germs 
or poison?’ 

“Well, there were some other things, 
but I don’t recall them just now. Oh, 
yes, once I did tuen the gas on at night 
to kill Mrs. Peck, but she got up and 
turned it off. She and Mrs. Waite 
thought that Dora, the r ald. had left 
it turned on by accident.” 

“When did you give him arsenic?” 

„I don’t remember. It was toward the 
end of the week.—either Friday or 
Thursday. I remember I got the arsenic 
on Thursday night from Timmerman's 
drug store, but whether I gave it to 
‘Father’ that night or the next morn- 
ing I can't recall. 

“I got my friend, Dr. Muller, to tele 
phone to Timmerman for me, and then 
I went around and Timmerman gave me 
the arsenic. I told him I wanted to 
poison cats that were making a noise 
in the back yard.”

He said: ‘Yes, it’s all right, all right.’ 
I held it up to his nose. He said it 
was nice and relieved him. 

“I gave him more and more until he 
was pretty well anesthetized. Then I 
went out and got a pillow and put that 
over his face. Then I went out and 
called up Dr. Moore and told him I 
thought Mr. Peck was dead. He told 
me to make sure, so I went back and 
he was dead. 

“I then went into my wife’s bedroom 
and told her the worst had happened 
Dr. Moore came up about an hour 
later. We then called up an under- 
taker. After Dr. Moore had left I went 
back to my wife’s room and went to 
sleep. 

“The next day Dr. Cornell and Swin- 
ton came. My wife had phoned them 
while I was asleep. Dr. Cornell has 
testified 1 was discourteous to him. I 
was not. I treated him as 1 would have 
treated anyone who came to my house 
that day.“ 

Waite then told of taking the body of 
Peck to Michigan.

Gave Checks for 89000. 

He said he would have to put arsenic 
in all the fluid he had on hand—some 
500 gallons—and that would cost me $5 
or $6, besides what I would have to 
pay him.

—a few hundred dollars—and a check 
for $9000. 

He said he couldn't use the check, 
as 1“ would arouse suspicion. He said 
he had a friend down on Long Island 
who was a gardener and used arsenic 
in h:s gardening, and he would get the 
arsenic from him, but couldn't give him 
the check. 

“He arranged to meet me 
morning in Cimiotti’s garage. I got the 
arsenic, meantime. He asked me where 
I got it, and I told him from Timmer- 
man. He said we would have to get 
the poison record from Timmerman and 
that would cost $1000 or $2000. I told 
him I would give him $10,000 a year for 
five years, or $50,000 in a lump, as soon 
as I could get it. In addition to the 
$9000 check, I wrote a letter to Spauld- 
ing & McClelland telling them to send 
him $15,000. 

“On Wednesday morning I saw Mrs. 
Horton in the Berlitz School. I wanted 
her to go out and get some tablets. 
She didn’t want to, but I made her. 
After she came back with them I went 
out and called up Dr. Moore and started 
taking tablets as fast as I could, swal-

low them without getting sick. 


“The last thing I remember was go- 
ing to the telephene that night and say- 
ing, Hello,“ but I couldn't say anything 
else.“ 

Dr. Waite said he remembered almost: 
nothing of what took place in his apart - 
ment after that. He did not remember 
confessing to District Attorney Swann. 
He recalled vaguely signing papers for 
his brother, Frank. He did not come 
to himself fully, he said, until he had 
been in Bellevue Ilospital several days. 

All of the above testimony was at 
the night session of the trial. Waite 
began telling his story late in the after- 
noon and interest in it never lagged :.

„A second fact is that the modest use 
of force provided in the Constitution 
that we suggest for a future league will 
not be practicable if the nations em- 
braced in both of the existing leagues 
are members of it. We propose that 
nations may be coerced into submitting 
quarrels to arbitration, but shall be free 
to fight, if they choose to reject the 
award, They shall be forcibly pre- 
vented from fighting in advance of the 
court’s action. 

“With that provision in the treaty 
which brings the new league into be- 
ing, let us suppose that the two pres- 
ent alliances come into it. Let a quar- 
rel arise between England and Germany 
cver African colonies, which England 
regards as her sovereign territory and 
declines to make the subject cf arbitra- 
tion. In an ensuing war it would be 
the duty of France to join in attacking 
England, her present ally, in aid of Ger- 
many, her detested enemy. With both 
of the present leagues united in a single 
greater one, this larger union would 
be estopped from resorting to force ac- 
cording to the provision of the third 
paragraph of our program. 

“This difficuity will not exist if only 
one of the two present alliances enters 
the new league; and the third cardinal 
fact that we should recognfize is that 
only one will enter it. Distrust, jeal- 
ousy, hatred and the spirit of revenge 
are poor materials to make a league of 
peace from. They would destroy all 
possible coherence of the parts of it. 
Lack of coherence is the weak point in 
any large union of nations. 

To put the Teutonic Powers and the 
entente allies into a single union would 
be like building a temple of peace with 
sticks of dynamite inserted between the 
stones. 

Oscar S. Straus, former Ambassador 
to Turkey, spoke to the league on 
“Freparedness Against the Rebarbar- 
ization of the World.’ 

“It is a mistake to believe that 
armies and navies lie useless when 
not engaged in war,” he said in the 
course of his address. As a matter of 
fact armies and navies are the poten- 
tial forces behind diplomacy when 
vital interests are at stake and their 
potentiality is tn the background and 
often the controlling factors in obvi- 
ating the development of conditions 
that lead to war or that project na- 
tions into war, even at times against 
tLeir own will. 

“Let us not decelve ourselves by 
failing to see that this war has let 
loose throughout the world the spirit 
of conquest, the hunger for territory 
and the rivalry for domination on land 
and sea. Even our efforts to maintain 
our neutrality instead of making for 
us friends have made us envied, dis- 
trusted, and by some nations hated. 
But entirely apart from the menace 
o? foreign attack, if we are to be an 
effective influence either now or here- 
after in the promotion or mainten- 
ance of the peace of the world, the 
measure of our influence will cer- 
tainly not be in proportion to our 
weakness, but in proportion to our 
availaLle strength.” 

Edward A. Filene, president of Wil- 
liam Filenes’ Sons Co., of Boston, 
urged the United States to become the 
Good Samaritan to the rest of the 
world. Filene said: “If, at the end 
of this war we fail to do our full 
share toward helping to secure more 
lasting peace, we shall prove recre- 
ant to a great duty and a great op- 
portunity—probably the greatest op- 
portunity that has ever come or ever 
will come to us as a people.” 
Thomas Reaburn White, Philadelphia 
lawyer, in his address, sought to answer 
— advanced against the league's 
plan. 

It is said that no plan which calls 
for the legal settlement of questions 
arising between nations can be success- 
ful or would be conducive to the ad- 
vancement of civilization. because it 
would mean that the status question 
must be maintained.“ he-said.

pessimism in the official circles here. It 
is pointed out that the entire line of 
battle is 400 miles leng and that there 
need be no surprise that there should be 
withdrawal at some points under over- 
whelming pressure. 

The fact that the Austrians now hold 
A small mountainous section of Italian 
territory is considered of small import 
when compared with the 15 miles greater 
territory occupied by the Itallans in 
Austria. It is also contended that if the 
enemy continues to advance the condi- 
tions which have favored him hitherto 
will be reversed, as the further he gets 
from his base of operations the more dif- 
ficult it will be to supply ammunition 
for hig heavy artillery. On the other 
hand, the Italians will enjoy the advan- 


tage of having good roads, four main 
railways and inexhaustible reserves 


available at their immediate rear. 

These considerations are independent 
of the natural obstacles which make 
the Austro-Italian front so different 
from that at Verdun. An official state- 
ment has been issued explaining that 
it is impossible to limit the war to tfench 
fighting in a region like the Trentino, 
where large masses of troops can be 
easily transferred from one point to 
another without weakening any section 
of the front. 

A large number of refugees from Ar- 
siere, Asiago and neighboring villages 
have arrived at Milan, where they are 
being cared for in charitable institutions. 
The evacuation of their home towns 
was ordered by the Italian military au- 
thorities when the great Austrian of- 
fensive started. 


Heavy Fighting on aAustro-Italian 
Front Shifts to Eastward. 

AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN PRESS 
HEADQUARTERS, via Berlin and Lon- 
don, May 26.—The heaviest of the fight- 
ing on the Austro-Italian front has 
shifted to the eastward and is taking 
place between the Astico and the Assa, 
which territory already is half occu- 
pied by the Austro-Hungarian Graz 
corps. Campologno, which was reported 
to have been captured Tuesday, is one 
of the main industria! post defenses of 
Asiago (about 10 miles south of the 
border), toward which the Austrians are 
heading. 

The high, rocky wall to the east of 
the Assa Valley is still held by the 
Italians, dominating the road below, but 
the Austrians have taken the first peak 
of this ridge—Mont Kempelin, 2310 me- 
ters high—by attacks from the west 
and the Sugani Valley. 

The troops operating in the Sugani 
Valley are enveloping the heights from 
Salubio to Borgo. The Crown Prince's 
army, in the center, is battering down 


| the defense along the approuch to Arsi- 


ero. The right wing is held up by the 
stubborn Italian resistance between the 
Etsch and the Leno Valley, but is con- 
tinuing its flerce attacks on the Italian 
defenders. 


GERMANS KEEP UP 
VERDUN ATTACKS 


LONDON, May 23.—The battle of Ver- 
dun continues unabated. On both sides 
of the Meuse River, northeast and north- 
west of the fortress, the Germans are 
keeping up their bombardments and 
-vicious infantry attacks, while the 
French are replying to the German guns 
virtually shot for shot, and holding 
the Germans at almost every point. 

The Germans, however, since recaptur- 
ing Fort Douaumont, have taken 
trenches south and southwest of the 
fort and to the west of these points 
have occupied a section of French 
trenches after a series of attacks. 

Around Douaumort heavv artillery 
duel is in progress and northwest of 
Verdun the Germans have increased 
their artillery fire against the French 
on Hill 904, probably preparatory to an- 
other infantry attack for possession of 
this much-fought-for vantage point.

MAN HELD FOR TRYING TO SELL

Importer Offered Copies of Docu- 
ments Entrusted to Him to Be 
Forwarded Via Holland. 

NEW YORK, May 26.—Adolph de 
Leenw, an importer, was arrested here 
on a charge of revealing the contents 
of documents inclosed in envelopes bear- 
ing the official seal of the German em- 

bassy in Washington. 

The papers contained in seven enve- 
lopes, four of them addressed to the 
German Foreign Office, were offered by 
De Leenw for sale to Capt. Gaunt, naval 
attache of the British embassy. Two 
hundred dollar was asked as an advance 
and promises were made that more docu- 
ments would be sold at prices corre- 
sponding. 

De Leenw called on Capt. Gaunt last 
Monday. He displayed the envelopes 
and offered to sell the documents they 
contained. 

Yesterday afternoon detectives were 
introduced to De Leenw. Posing as 
British agents, they continued negotia- 
tions for the papers. After De Leenw 
set a final price he was arrested. He 
said the documents had been intrusted 
to him to forward to his brother, Ferdi- 
nand, in Rotterdam, and, believing he 
would be well paid for giving copies to 
the British authorities he had ap- 
proached Capt. Gaunt.

FEW SEATS WIL 


BE CONTESTED Al 
CHICAGO THIS YEAR 


Only 53 Contests So Far Filed— 
Attributed to Election of 
Delegates in Primaries. 


CHICAGO, May 2%.—Fewer delegate 
Seats will be contested in the Republican 
national convention here June 7 than in 
any national convention of the party in 
20 years. With the 985 delegates to the 
1916 convention elected, with the excep- 
tion of those from West. Virginia, 
which will be chosen by direct primary 
June 6, only 53 contests have been filed 
with Secretary Reynolds of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. Four years 
ago more than half the delegate seats 
were in dispute and the national com- 
mittee held daily sessions for more than 
three weeks hearing contests. When the 
national committee meets June 1 to dis- 
pose of this year’s contests it will ex- 
pect to complete its work in three days. 
“The adoption of the direct primary in 
the election of delegates by a large 
number of states is responsible for the 
great decrease in the number of con- 
tests, said Secretary Reynolds. This 
year more than 600 of the 985 delegates 
were chosen by the direct primary 
method.”’ 

Secretary Reynolds issued an official 
list of the contests filed as follows: 
Alabama, six delegates at large and 
one from the Ninth District. 
Louisiana, one each from Districts 1, 2, 
3. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and four at large. 
Mississippi, one from the Third Dis- 
trict. 
Missouri, two from District 11. 
Oklahoma, two each from Districts 5 
and 6. 

South Carolina, one each from Districts 
1, 4 and 7. 
Virginia, one from District 3. 
Texas, one each from Districts 6 and 7. 
and two from District 14. 
District of Columbia, two delegates. 
Georgia, four delegates at large and 
delegate each from Districts 1, 2, 3, 4, 
5, 6, 8 9, 10, 11 and 12 and two from 
District 7. 


Plenty of Hotel Rooms to Be Had for

He said that so far only the larger 
downtown hotels had let out all their 
space, and that there were many large 
hotels in the residence districts which 
had plenty of room, 

He said he expected that before the 
date of the convention all available hotel 
space would have been reserved, and 
that those persons who came to St. 
Louis without making provision for 
rooms probably would have to go to 
boarding and rooming houses.

LTHOUGH Great Britain as a bel- 
A ligerent has assumed the most ex- 

tensive powers over neutral mails, 

as a neutral in past wars she has con- 
sistently reprobated ceizure and censor- 
ship on the part of others as. illegal 
and unjustifiable. 

We have omy to turn to our own Civil 
War, in which the positions of the 
United Sttaes and Great Birtain were 
reversed, to behold the latter country, 
firmly contending for the inviolability 
of her postal correspondence. Yet the 
United States did not assume independ- 
ently. to open foreign mail bags. Its 
orders to naval comniar:ders merely 41 
rected them to preserve the mail bags 
with the official] seals unbroken, and 
to deliver them to ths Consul or 
legation of the foreign Government 
concerned, there to be opened, upon 
the understanding thet whatever is 
contraband or ‘mpertant as evidence 
concerning the character of the captured 
vessel will be remitrea to the prise 
court or to the Secretary of State at 
Washington.” 

The firmness of Great Britain oppos- 
ing these instructions compelled a mod- 
ification of the practice of United States 
cruisers, in which Secretary Seward, 
writing the Secretary of the Navy, said: 

“IT have the honor to acquaint you 
that by the President's direction I have 
had a conference with Lord Lyons, Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Minister accredited 
to this Government, on the subject of 
public mails found on board of vessels 
captured for breach of blockade. In the 
course of the interview, by the author- 
ity of the President, I informed His 
Lordship that, until notice should be 
given after further experience, such 
mails would not be opened, bit would 
be forwarded to their destinations. The 
Pi ident consequently directs that in- 
struc ons to this effect be transmitted 
to the several officers commanding 
United S.tes blockading squadrons.” 

Since those days postal correspond- 
ence has attained an increasingly in- 
violable position. Hague Convention No. 
11 specifically grants immunity in all 
cases except violation of blockade. 

It is interesting to recall the vigor- 
our attitude of both Great Britain and 
Germany toward Russia in 1904, when 
the latter power assumed to interfere 
with mails for Japan. 

On July 15 the Russian cruiser Smo- 
lensk stopped the German mail steam- 
er Prins Heinrich, confiscated two mail 
bags for Nagasaki and transferred the 
remaining portion of the mail to the 
British steamer Persia, which was forci- | 
bly detained for the purpose. 

The German Government in protest- 
ing to Russia declared that while the 
exercise of the right of visit in the 
case of mail steamers may perhaps be 
justifiable, the confiscation of mail bags 
directly contravenes the provisions of 
international law.“ It asked for a dis- 
avowal of the Smolensk action and the 
return of the captured mail bags. The 
Russian Government immediately ac- 
uqiesced in the demands, giving as- 
surances at the same time that Ger- 
man mails would not again be molested. 
Russia also agreed to indemnify Ger- 
man shippers and consignees for any 
losses sustained on account of the de- 
tention of German malls.

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First Lieutenant in the Swiss infantry, 
who returned to Europe when the 
Swiss army was mobilized at the be- 
ginning of the war in August, 1914, and 
saw a year of active service with the 
border patrols, to be the only thing that 
saved Switzerland from disaster eas 
crushing as that of i-elgium. 

Spalinger is an enthusiast for the 
Swiss system, and in detailing to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today his expe- 
riences during that first exciting year 
of the European war and his ideas of 
the efficiency of Switzerland’s army, 
he made frequent references to how he 
thought the United States could guar- 
antee its own safety and profit in a 
superior physical development of its 
manhood by a similar system that would 
make a potential trained soldier of every 
adult able-bodied man. He went back 
to his native country for the mobiliza- 
tion under a call for all officers to 
return. He served a year, and when the 
protecting forces on the border of the 
little republic, so completely surrounded 
by warring nations, were materially re- 
duced, he was released. 

“I saw enough,” he said, “to make 
me feel certain that, if my country had 
not been so well prepared, it would have 
suffered as Belgium did. Belgium’s 
army was out of date and inefficient. 
That is why it was attacked. Switzer- 
land could have put into the field 500,- 
000 of the best trained men in the world 
and actually did mobilize in 4 hours 
400,000 soldiers. 

“For nearly a year this entire body of 
men remained under arms on the bor- 
der. Now only about 150,000 are in ac- 
tive service, but the remainder can be 
called instantly. While I was there the 
boundary was so vigilantly guarded that 
the patrols on duty day and night never 
got too far apart to speak to one an- 
other. There were three lines. The 
first was the patrols. Back of that line 
was a series of trenches that we dug 
ourselves, and far in the rear was the 
third line, where hard drill was con- 
stantly going on. 

“The army was in three groups. The 
first group spent a week on the patrol 
line and then went to the third line 
for a week of rest and training. The 
other lines moved up and the following 
week the first group would be in the 
trenches of the second line, goin~ from 
there back to the patrol line. This gave 
each man one week of patrol duty out 
of every three weeks. The patrols 
walked their beats for two-hour periods 
and then rested four or six hours.“ 

Spalinger said aeroplanes sometimes 
flew over Swiss territory, and on one 
occasion he knew two bombs to be 
dropped in Switzerland near the French 
boundary. Little damage was done. 
The Swiss army made every effort to 
prevent the slightest violation of the 
country’s neutrality. 


Begin Drilling at 14. 

The real beginning of Swiss military 
efficiency is long before the young men 
reach the age of compulsory military 
service at 20, Spalinger said. As school 
boys they are required to begin to drill 
and shoot at 14. For two years they go 
through systematic target practice at 
least once a week with the bow and ar- 
row, the traditional weapon with which 
William Tell, the great Swiss lover of 
liberty, shot the apple from his son’s 
head, 

At 16, Spalinger said, the boys begin 
rifle practice and drill as cadets. Most 
of the youths get this training and con- 
sequently they ente the army already 
far advanced in marksmanship and mili- 
tary training. 

The first year,“ he said, they must 
serve 10 weeks, and it is a wonderful 
schooling for them. If their education 
has been neglected, it is made up for 
there. They are made to practice po- 
liteness and courtesy and they are im- 
pressed with the necessity of manly 
bearing. Another good thing is that all 
must associate tegether as equals—the 
rich and the poor alike. From the day 
they enter the army the sons of the 
wealthy and the poor wear the same 
clothes and eat the same food. No one 
is better than another, and all have 
equal chance for advancement as offi- 
cers.” 


Under present Swiss army regulations 
the term of training after the first year 
is two weeks annually up to 26 years 
old. There is no fixed period from 26 
to 92, but the men are subject to call. 
After the age of 32 they must train two 
weeks every four years until they reach 
the retiring age at 48. An exception to 
this general rule is that the artillery, 
cavalry and special arms branches must 
train 16 weeks the first year. If a man 
is selected for an under officer or offi- 
cer he must undergo four weeks’ addi- 
tional training each year. 


When asked if this system in any way 
interfered with the occupations of the 
men, Spalinger said it was true the men 
sometimes lost their jobs when they 
went away. 


“But it is usually only the men who 
have fallen down on their jobs who lose 
out.“ he said. The good worker has 
no trouble in getting his employer to 
hold his place open and often to pay 
him full wages during his absence. 
Some employers use this absence as 
a good excuse for dismissing employes 
they are tired of or dissatisfied with. 


„There are about 10 or 12 places where 
the training is given at different times 
and three or four special schools are 
maintained to which men who cannot 
arrange to leave their business at their 
regular training time can go at their 
convenience. At the end of the training 
period each soldier takes his uniform. 
gun and full outfit home with him. This 
is a provision which makes possible 
speedy mobilization of a fully equippea 
army. Of course, the soldier must sign 
up for his equipment and ts held strictly 
responsible for its care.“ 

The large size of the United States 
might make the Swiss system less prac-

ticable in this country, Spalinger said, | 


but he thought that if it was handled 
with each State as a unit the plan 

would be successful. Spalinger's firs: 
year of service was in 1904. Two years 
later he was made Second Lieutenant 
and a few years afterward was ad- 
vanced to First Lieutenant. He came 
to the United States in 1912. He belongs 
to the second company of the 1ist regi-

Sweating process Being Used in 
Treatment for Bichloride of 
Mercury Illness. 


Leila Lackland Adams, 4-3.ar-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Washington 
Adams of Pattonville, St. Louis County, 


who ate a bichloride of mercury tablet 
Wednesday afternoon in the belief that 
it was candy, was reported in a better 
condition this morning. although at least 
o more days must elapse before it will 
be definitely known that she is out of 
danger. She is at the home of her 
grandfather, James G. Nugent of 5847 
Maple avenue, vice president of B. N4- 
gent & Bro. Dry Goods Co. 
The only treatment for her now is 
sweating. Dr. F. W. Patton, 5573 Ver- 
non avenue, said this was being accom- 
plished by hot applications, and the hot 
weather had aided materially. She now 
is permitted to eat lightly of toast and 
soft boiled eggs, although for # hours 
no food was siven her, and four times 
daily antidotes of egg albumen were 
given. 
The famHy attributes her satisfactory 
condition to the haste with which she 
was rushed to Dr. Patton’s home in an 
automobile from the Adams home at 
Oak Hill, 11 miles distant. Speed laws 
were disregarded. 
The mercury tablets had been 
thrown away as the family was pre- 
paring to move into town from their 
country home, The child found the 
tablets, and ate some portion of them, 
the exact quantity not being known. 
Each tablet is 7 3-10 grains, equiva- 
lent, Dr. Patton, said, to 700 doses for 
an adult. 
„ After eating of the mercury, the 
child complained to her mother that 
“the candy tasted bitter.” In this 
way Mrs. Adams learned that the 
child had found the mercury tablets. 
She gave an antidote at home, and 
when the child reached Dr. Patton's 
heme he gave another antidote and 
bad her taken to St. Luke’s Hospftai, 
where a stomach pump was used.

smoke. Complete success was not at- 
tained. 

The best results were obtained by a 
system of firing in which whenever 
fresh coal is supplied to the furnace | 
the live coal is pushed to the back of 
the furnace and the fresh coal supplied 
to the part of the furnacc nearest the 
feed door. This leaves the live coal 
nearest the chimney and the gas is 
burned as it leaves the furnace. 

Smoke Is Diminished, 

In tests with this firing there was 
little trace of smoke within one minute 
after fresh coal was supplied, and in 
less than 10 minutes all smoke disap- 
peared. 

The method most generally used by 
householders of spreading fresh coal all 
over a burning fire showed the worst 
results, heavy smoke still being devel- 
oped after 11 minutes from the time 
coal was supplied, and the mk still 
being bad after 13 minutes and contin- 
uing for another 19 rinutes betore dis- 
| appearing. 

In all the tests the same quality of bi- 
tuminous coal frym one Illinois mine 
was used. 

Better results, although none without 
smoke, were obtained by the vee of 
semibituminous.. coal from Virginia, 
West Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky 
and parts of Pennsylvania. | 


DRUGS FROM GERMANY 
With ALLIES" PERMISSION 


Shipment Valued at $500,000 Arrives 
—Export Is Said te Have Been 
Authorised by Kaiser. 

NEW YORK, May 26.—The first 
large shipment of German drugs to 
reach this country since war began 
was received yesterday by the Farb- 
werke-Hoechst Co., of which former 
City Comptroller Herman A. Metz is 
the head. 

The shipment consists exclusively 
of half a million dollars worth of a 
remedy for blood diseases, of which 
the American supply had long been 
exhausted. I¢ came on the Dutch 
liner Nieuw Amsterdam. 

Negotiations of several months’ 
duration were required by the State 
Department with the British and 
French Governriients before the ship- 
ments were permitted to pass, and 
it is said that Emperor William him- 
self gave the order for the shipment.

Mr. Ford denounces those who march in pre 
paredness parades to express sentiment in favor 
of an adequate navy and army as organized by 
the nations of the present. But Mr. Ford would 
march in a submarine preparedness parade. Why 


| does he not organize one? He can march alone 


if no one will join him. The truth is Mr. Ford 
is for preparedness, he believes what the great 
mass of intelligent Americans believe—that we 
should be ready to defend the country against 
aggression and invasion.

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REDUCE THE ACOIDENTS. 
Street Commissioner Talbert’s report on the 


progress of the educational campaign for the 
benefit of automobile drivers preparatory to the 
enforcement of the new parking regulations in 
the congested district is discouraging. He says 
not an auto driver has sought information con- 
cerning the marked parking space on Twelfth 
street # or on other designated blocks. 

Unless all the owners and drivers of auto- 
mobiles expect to park outside of the congested 
districts there will be many mistakes due to ig- 
norance when the new regulations go into effect, 
next week. Indifference to this important mat- 
ter is neither promising nor becoming. The regu- 
lations have been framed and adopted with the 
aid and approval of the Automobile Club. They 
are designed for the safety and convenience of 
both auto drivers and the public. The labor and 
trouble of enforcing them should be reduced to 
a minimum. 

There should be a higher standard of enforce- 
ment for all traffic regulations. We have reached 
@ point where safety is paramount and where 
there is no further excuse for ignorance. Com- 
plete information of regulations with valuable 
suggestions for safety are printed by the Police 
Department. Every motor driver and pedestrian 
can inform himself. The regulations should be 
rigidly enforced and the public should co-operate 
with the police in reducing confusion and its 
attendant accidents to a minimum. 
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LLOYD-GEORGE’S CENTURY-OLD TASE. 

Premier Asquith announced in Parliament that 
Lloyd-George had been selected by the Cabinet 
to attempt the reconciliation of North Ireland 
and South Ireland. 

Lloyd George has been agent for readjusting 
causes of Welsh discontent. He was the rep- 
resentative of the Government in harmonizing 
repeated conflicts with the labor unions. His 
influence has often preserved the peace among 
wrangling factions in the ministry of which he 
has for years been a member. 

He attempts the Irish task with the technique 
of reconciliation well in hand and a temperament 
attuned to harmonious un/ty in relation. But 
can the leviathan of Irish disquiet and tumult 
be drawn out with a hook or its tongue with @ 
cord which thou lettest down? This Irish levi- 
athan ‘has much of tongue. 

Can‘ Lioyd-George solve the problem that has 
been unsolved for 800 years—interpret the riddle 
on which more have failed than on the riddle of 
the Sphinx? If he can, history may appraise 
him as the Breatest man of his country in 100 
years. 

He proceeds to the difficult undertaking with 
some favoring circumstances. The Premier ad- 
mits the complete breakdown of the Irish gov- 
ernmental machinery of the past. He testifies 
to the “strength, the depth, the universality” 
of feeling in Ireland that a unique opportunity 
exists for a departure, for a permanent settle- 
ment. 

If Lloyd-George has success, 10 what light 
must we view the martyrs of the late uprising, 
without whose sacrifices his success would be 
impossible? 
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In ancient days war prisoners were made 
slaves. Now they are made to work as long as 
the war lasts—a briefer term of slavery. 


Justice Hughes is advocated by some of the 
German press (in this country) as the only real 
neutral. Justice Hughes has every appearance of 
being judicial and impartial—but nobody has 
ever looked behind the Hughes whiskers. We 
have a suspicion that if the veil could be pene- 
trated it would disclose a regular American just 
like anybody else. 

What is equally probable, Justice Hughes {s not 
going to permit the German element to set him 
up as a neutral“ in contrast to President Wil- 
son's loyal Americanism. That would brand the 
Hughes “neutrality” as unmistakably pro-Ger- 
man. To descend from the Supreme bench to run 
on a platform of pro-German neutrality would be 
rather a thankless piece of foolishness. The less

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THE ANCIENT WEATHER MAN. 

Prof. Dr. Hellmann of the. University of Berlin, 
in a recent lecture before the Astronomical So- 
clety of Germany, referred the study of weather 
conditions back to the “first prognosticator,” 
Cladius Ptolemeus, 150 B. C., the author of the 
Megale Syhtaxis, better known as the Ptolemaean 
system of astronomy, the predecessor of the Co- 
pernican,-our present-day system. 

Ptolemeus issued annual almanacs, in which he 
forecast the weather by moon-months and sea- 
sons. 

He based his calculations on the two layers of 
air, the warmer and denser near the earth’s sur- 
face, and the colder and rarer further up; the 
colder descending from time to time on account 


— 
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scended in spiral form, the warmer air ot the sur- 
face first moves toward the colder and thinner 
surface, on the vacuum principle, until a vacuum 
is thus created in the warm zone with a conse- 
quent inrush of the cold air. 

This process of cooling off the surface and sup- 
plying fresh air takes place continually, and the 
cycle usually is through its development in three 
days. Hence he calculated the weather. on cycles 
of three days. 

Dr. Hellmann thought that the modern weather 
studies have not advanced much upon the Ptole- 
mean of 21 centuries ago, and were as unsatisfac- 
tory, at least in Germany, “where over 60 per cent 
of the weather forecasts were wrong.”

NOT 10 DEBATE 
f QUESTION 


Unusual Demonstration of Unity 
Follows Appeal of Premier 
Asquith. 


LONDON, May %—The House of 
Commons was the scene of an unusual 
demonstration of unity yesterday after- 
noon, when the lecders of all factions 
came to the standard of the Prime Min- 
ister in his effort for a lasting settle- 
ment of the Irish question. A heated 
and acrimonious debate, it had been 
predicted, would follow Premier As- 
quith’s expected statement regarding 
the situation, vut Asquith’s speech took 
an unexpe.ted turn. Instead of giving 
details, he made an earnest plea for the 
settlement of the irish question by 
agreement among the contending par- 
ties in Ireland, and announced that Da- 
vid Lloyd George had undertaken the 
delicate task of bringing the hostile 
factions together. 

The Premier concluded with an appeal 
that for a time all debate on the ques- 
tion, both in the House of Commons 
and outside, be suspended in view of 
the adverse effects such argument 


facing the Government. 

The Premier had scarcely resumed his 
seat when John Redmond, the National- 
ist leader, arose and acquiesced in the 
Premier’s request. Redmond was quick- 
ly followed by his political arch-enemy, 
Sir Edward Carson, who tendered his 
support to the proposition, and by the 
independent Irish leader, William 
O’Brien, who did likewise. The ques- 
tion was then dropped. 


MIEXIGAN PAPERS 
ASSAIL U. S. POLICY 
IN LATIN-AMERICA 


Conspirators Desire to See Gen. 
Scott in National Palace, Gov- 
ernment Organ Says. 


MEXICO CITY, May 26.—The Govern- 
ment newspapers in their editorials to- 
day make savage attacks on the pol- 
icy of the United States in Latin-Amer- 
ica which they denounce as imperialistic 
and hypocritical. Col. Roosevelt is 
charged with attempting to foment war 
and the papers assert that President 
Wilson is unable to cope with this 
“campaign of the Republican party.” 

One of the principal administration 
organs says: 

The Mexican nation cannot permit 
itself to be made the tool of Yankee 
felony or submit to the corruption of 
American gold. 

The American conspirators are aided 
by the machinations of Mexicans who 
desire to see Gen. Scott in the National 
Palace, tutor of a Government pre- 
sided over by Calero, Angeles, Gamboa 
and De LaGarza.” 

Foregin Minister Aguilar issued a 
statement saying that in spite of the 
agreement made by Gen. Scott with 
Gen. Obregon that no more American 
troops would cross the border, 400 of 
the United States troops had entered 
Mexican territory in pursuit of bandits 
near Boquillas. The statement says that 
those troops have now been withdrawn 
from Mexican soil.

18 WOMEN REPORTED INJURED 
IN MEAT RIOT IN GERMANY 


Frankfort- on-Main Crowd Fought 
Police After Breaking Into 
Shop, Dispatch Says. 
LONDON, May 2%—-An Amsterdam 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph Co. 
says that 18 women were wounded in a 
fight between police and food rioters 
at Frankfort-on-the-Main Wednesday 
night, according to a dispatch received 

at The Hague. 

The riot is said to have started owing 
to a shortage of meat in the local 
butcher shops. Three hundred and fifty 
women who had been told there was 
no meat for them marched through the 
streets carrying black famine flags and 
singing Socialistic songs. 

The dispatch says that women forced 
their way into one butcher shop, found 
some meat and cut it up, continuing 
their march.

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LAST VERDUN DEFENSE LINE 
IS SEVERAL MILES BACK OF 
DEAD MAN'S HILL AND 304 


Frank Simonds Says Allied Offensive on West 
or Russian Attack Would Relieve Pressure 
on Fortress if It Became Necessary. 


Mr. Simonds, whose articles on the 
European military situation have ap- 
peared frequently in the Post-Dis- 
patch, recently returned from a visit 
to the Verdun front. His descrip- 
tions of what he saw were published 
in the Post-Dispatch. 


By FRANK H. SIMONDS. 


HE problem of Verdun remains pre: 
7 cisely what it was at the close of 
the second week of the great Ger- 

man drive, which began on Feb. 21. By 
that time it had entirely ceased to be a 


battle to plerce the French line, because | 


time had been allowed the French to 
bring up reserves and to prepare lines 
behind the threatened points. 

As to the other question, that of the 
possession of the town itself, this never 
had any importance. After the first 
great thrust by the Germans was halted 
the battle became one purely and simp- 
ly for moral values. If tomorrow or 
next month the French should ‘raw 
their lines back behind the Meuse from 
St. Mihiel to Verdun, the general sit- 


uation would remain exactly what it 
was when the trench war began-—two 


lines of trenches would face each other 
from Switzerland to the sea.

No Real Progress Since March. 

So far the Germans have made no 
real progress since March in the taking 
of Verdun. Dead Man's Hill and Hill 
$04, which have figured so much in the 
dispatches, are several miles north of 
the line on which the French must 
make their last stand to hold the city. 


Possession of these hills is valuable to 


the French because it permits them to 
deliver a flanking fire upon the Ger- 
mans attacking across the river. But 
the view in Paris has been from the 
outset that these hills would be sold to 
the Germans” for a cost in casual- 
ties. 

It is essential to remember in think- 
ing of Verdun that it is just a sector in 
the battle front that goes from the sea 
to the Jura; that no great advantage 
can be obtained by either side unless 
the line is pierced at some point, and 
that there is no possibility now of pierc- 
ing the French lines about Verdun be- 
cause behind the present front the 
French have prepared other stronger 
lines. 

The Germans are attacking at Verdun 
because, owing to the fact that the rall- 
roads are cut by shell fire, it is the 
most difficult part of the western front 
to munition. They believe that if they 
succeed in taking Verdun the French 
people will be thoroughly disheartened 
and ready to listen to peace talk. They 
believe the German people will be heart- 
ened by a victory which will quite natu- 
rally be magnified to the utmost. 

But it is well to bear in mind that if 
the German attack at Verdun ever be- 
comes too threatening the French and 
the British all along the western front 
can begin either a general or a limited

English Correspondent Tells of 
Tear-Moving Incidents Among 
the Brave Wounded. 


“MOTHER” LAST THOUGHT 


Too Weak to Write, Lieutenant 
Says to Nurse, “You -Tell 
Her,” and “Don’t Cry.” 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 10.—Heart-touch- 
ing glimpses into a field hospital on 
the allied western front are given 
by John N. Raphael, a correspondent 
of the London Daily Express: 

The road is, shell holes and all, 
a moving grey carpet of motor wag- 
ons carrying munitions. The whole 
road seems to roll on and roll on 
towards Verdun. But every now and 
then the traffic narrows, and room is 
made for other cars passing in the 
other direction—hospital cars carry- 
ing wounded to the rear. 

And in the field hospital heroism 
is a commonplace. These men are not 
the frenzied heroes of the battlefield 
now, They are all the more wonder- 
ful for that. I know of nothing which 
tugs at the heart-strings more than 
the arrival of the first stretcher when 
one knows that the toll of wounded 
has been heavy. 

The man on the first stretcher, a 
mere youngster, is all eyes. He is 
clutching a blue steel helmet with 
a horrid jagged hole in it. “I want to 
keep my helmet,” he says. “May I? 
It's a pal.” The doctor smiles, nods, 
and the hero and his helmet go in. 
„Here I am again,” he gasps with a. 
chuckle. “I didn’t think 1 should be 
back s0 soon.“ 

Fair Boy With Blue Eyes. 

The Lieutenant is only a boy, a fair 
poy with blue eyes and fair fluff on 
his unshaven chin, which gtints golden 
like a baby chicker’'s first feathers. The 
man who is emptying his pockets looks 
up. Mon Lieutenant.“ he says, “there 
are papers and letters here which are 
not yours.“ 

“Yes, I remember now,” says the 
wounded man. “I was lying with my 
back against a little mound of earth. 
I was shivering with cold and my teeth 
were chattering. A company was just 
going to attack. * * * I remember 
He was a big private with a heavy 
moustache and kind eyes. ‘Poor little 
devil,’ he said, ‘you are cold.’ And he 
took his coat off and flung it over me. 
I saw him run en in his shirt sleeves to 
catch the others.“ The orderly puts a 
photograph, a military pay book and a 
purse on the bed. It is a dirty little 
old leather/purse with a 10-franc piece, 
three half pennles and two cigarettes 
in it 

“Probably all he had in the world. 
We must try to find him,” says the 
wounded Lieutenant. “Thank goodness 
I'm rich, and can make him comfortable 
for life if I do find him. He was a good 
chap that.” And the little Lieutenant 
closed his eyes. He'll never open them 
agaln, whispers the doctor. 

„Madame, says the orderiy, hurrying 
up to the sister ir charge, will you tell 
mon Capitaine that he must not try to 
get into his bed without help. His whole 
side is torn away.” He is a young offi- 
cer of chasseurs. Please, madame,” he 
says, “I'm all right.~ You should have 
seen my men, madame. 

Carried Like a Baby. 

“They carried me off like a baby, in 
one of their coats. A shell burst just 
over us, and they put me down on the 
ground and sheltered me with their own 
bodies. When can 1 go back to them, 
madame, do you think? Undress me? 
No, madame, I will never permit that.“ 

There are no groans, no moans, very 
few complaints. These broken men in 
the officera’ ward—men, I said; they are 
mere boys very often—smile, murmur 
thanks, and joke in pale voices all the 
time. But they never complain. One 
little Lieutenant with curly hair and 
eyes which are rapidly glazing, asks for 
the sister in charge. “Excuse me for 
troubling you, madame,” he murmurs, 
still smiling. “I know you are busy, 
but I want you to do me a favor. I am 
dying, madame’”’—his fingerspick at he 
bedspread. ‘“‘Thtese letters, this photo- 
graph. * * * I want you to burn them 
for me.’ 

The sister presses her lips together 
tightly, and holds out her hand for the 
letters. She cannot speak. The man’s 
little brown hand, a hand like a wom- 
an's, fastens on the papers and photo- 
graph, and the blue eyes are infinitely 
pathetic. His lips tremble. Then, 
Thank you, madame.” He holds them 
to his breast a moment. He has not the 
strength to raise them to his mouth. The 
purse’s tears are dropping fast on her 
white bib. My mother.“ says the dying 
man. Would you like to dictate a 
letter to her?’ ‘‘Not—strong—enough— 
you tell her,.“ and ne smiles again. 
Thank you, madame; good-night. Don't 
cry. The others need you more than 
I do.“ 

“You Were a Circus.”
